"DISCOVERY OF PLATES. 


New York, January 1, 1857. 


Mr. Editor. 

Sir—In pass ‘through Cincinnati, 
Ohio, a short — — the following 
facts were communicated to me by Mr. 
i E. Styles of that » who 

also exhibited to me a gold found 
by him at the aforesaid place, in the year 
1847, while excavating the earth for a 
eistern, a few feet above high water mark 
on the Ohio river. It was thrown out 
with the loose .earth while excavating, 
feet beneath the surface.
